Flea For Farm Training. 

A strong argument in tavor of teach- 
ing agriculture iu tbe rural schools 
and defending tbe normal schools la 
advanced by Slate Kural School Su- 
T. i. Coales and K. C. Button 
Hlgb School Supervisor Mc 
Henry Kboads. who joined in a state 
ment to tbe press. They declare that 
the "soil of Kentucky is being depleted 
by unwUe systems of cultivation, and 
the yield of her acres Is far below 
what It should be. It Is an economic 
neceaslty that agriculture should be 
taught in tbe schools in order to con- 
serve tbe fertility of tbe eoll and to 
increase tbe yield Some may say 
these things will come about without 
the schools.

Byron s famous poem, "The Pris- 
oner of Chillon," is supposed to In- 
written hy lionnivurd, the (iencva 
patriot, while he was incarcerated 
in the chateau of Chillon, on the 
ahores of the lake. But the poem 
was really written at lightning 
apeed while Byron was imprisoned 
by inclement weather for a night 
and a day in the neighborhood. 

Nevertheless some notable liter- 
ary achievements have been really 
written in jail, undoubtedly the 
most outstanding being two of the 
world's greatest classics, "The Ad- 
ventures of Don Quixote" and 
"The Pilgrim's I'rogres*." If only 
those two books had belonged to 
the literature of captivity they 
would have been sufficient to make 
that literature distinguished and im- 
mortal 

Thomas Cooper, the Chartist, 
whose life rends like a romance and 
whose name is held in reverence 
by modem reformers, wrote a re- 
markable poem while he was lying 
in prison Ol account of his political 
agitation. This poem i..-.it- the re- 
markable title of "The 1'urgnlory 
of Siliride-." and when it was pub 
lished it created a very considerable 
■tir in the literary world, for it hail 
emanated from the brain of n man 
who had begun life as a cobbler and 
had made himself muster of the 
Greek language and literature. 

Anolher remarkable poem written 
in prison M "The Ballad of Heading 
Coal," by Oscar Wilde, whose e\ 
traordman and most somber book. 
"De I'rof imdis," wa» also written 
there. These I WO books ure MM0M| 
the sadde-i te.ords of the hi-ton 
of literature. 

It ought iml to be forgotten lhal 
one of the greatest letters ever writ- 
ten w as pen tied iii a dungeon in 
Rome.

It 
faea, but it expends many thousands of dollars each year 
of its students, giving highest advantages at lowest coat, and arranging 
as far as possible for students to earn and save in every way, 

OUB SCHOOL IS LIKE A FAMILY, with careful regulations to pro- 
tect tha character and reputation of the young people. Our students coma 
from the beat families and are earnest to do well and improve. For any 
who may be sick the College provides doctor and nurse without extra 
charge. 

All except those with parents in Berea live in College buildings, and 
many assist in work of boarding hall, farm and shops, receiving 
training and getting pay according to the value of their labor, 
winter it is txpeettd that all u-iU hare a chanc* to earn a part tf their 
ezpnutt. Writ* to tht Secretary before coming to eecure employment. 

PEBSONAL EXPENSES for clothing, laundry, postage, books, ate, 
vary with different people. Berea favors plain clothing. Oar climate ia the 
best, but as students must attend classes regardless of the weather, warm 
wraps and underclothing, umbrellas and overshoes are necessary. THE 
CO-OPEBATIVE STORE furnishes books, toilet articles, work unlfonns, 
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LIVING EXPENSES are really below cost. The College asks no 
for the fine buildings in which students live, charging only enough 
rent to pay for cleaning, repairs, fuel, lights, and washing of bedding and 
towels. For table board, without coffee or extras, $1.85 a week, hi tha fall, 
and $1.50 in winter. For furnished room, with fuel, lights, washing of bed- 
ding, 40 to 60 cents for each person. 

SCHOOL FEES are two. First a "DOLLAR DEPOSIT," aa guarantee 
for return of room key, library books, etc. This is paid bat once, and ia 
returned when the student departs. 

Second an "INCIDENTAL FEE" to help on expenses for core of school 
buildings, hospital, library, etc. (Students pay nothing for tuition or ser- 
vices of teachers— all our instruction is a free gift). Tba Incidental Fan 
for most students is $5.00 a term; in 
$7.00 in Collegiate course.
